VICTORIA, B. 0., March 12.™The 


Miowora arrived at 4.30 this afternoon 
seven days from Honolulu. Shcbroughl 
no deported revolutionists. It ia undi 
stood that there were some offered, but 
the company desired to take no risk in 
tho matter.

Work consequent to the rebellion so 


far as the military organizations are 
concerned waa practically completed on 
Friday, when tho judge advocate of tho 
military commission announced that the 
government had no more cases to bring 
before that body.

"I waa given to understand from an- 
other source that it would be profitable 
for me lo stand in. Chris Buckley, I am 
told by good'authority, sent for Percy 
Henderson of tho twenty-second dis- 
trict, and reminded him of a possible re- 
ward after the session, and pointed out 
that Fljnn after a term in the assembly 
was made county clerk of San Francieco. 


"One evening just before the eeeaion 


began a friend called nt my house and 
said he hoped I would do nothing 
against Sam Rainey's interests while 
here. He reminded me that Rainey 
was interested in affairs at the United 
States mint and reminded me also that 
my brother, who is employed at the 
mint, might lose his place. I don't re- 
member exactly what I said to this, but 
it was something forcible. I think I 
aaid if Rainey waa going down into a 
sewer I would go after him and run him 
out. I will rely chiefly to substantiate 
my charges on men to whom I hove told 
these things at the time. There were 
no witnesses present when I talked to 
Dnnn that I know of.
